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The news in review: a last look at 1985 


A proposed office building at 
Silver Lake dominated the news in 
Wilmington in January, 1985. The 
Baizen Building Corp. of Salem 
was proposing a two-story office 
building on a 38,500 square-foot 
Jot on Main Street. Many local 
officials were upset with the plan, 
and were seeking ways to stop the 
builder 

Belgian Prime Minister Wilfreid 
Martens visited Wilmington 
touring the facilities of Compugra 
phic Corp, which is now a subsi 
diary of Agfa Gevaert, a Belgian 
firm.

ioners announced that they would 
have an article in the own meeting 
for bonding for a new water 
treatment plant planned for North 
Wilmington 

Joan Tutela of School Sueet, Wil 
mington was named Mrs. Massa.

Wilmington selectmen met with 
selectmen from three other towns 
to plan a course of action relative to 
Reading Light 

With plans for an ice arena in 
Wilmington moving slowly, Ben 
Ristuccia approached the town of 
Andover, offering to build it there. 
Resident of that town rejected the 
plan 

The Wilmington School Commit 
tee was interviewing candidates for 
the post of superintendent of 
schools. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
took the wraps of a budget of $24.7 
million, 

In February, the Wilmington 
Board of Health issued a citation to 
Polyvinyl Chemical for a chemical 
spill at its plant on Main Sueet 

A youth discovered body of a 
Tewksbury man near the West In 
termediate School.’ The man had 
apparently committed suicide. 

The Wilmington school bus con 
tract was awarded to the Trombly 
Bus Co. of North Andover 

In March, selectmen reached an 
agreement with the Baizen Building 
Corp. to buy for $100,000 the lot at 
Silver Lake where Baizen had 
proposed an office building. Later 
that month, a special town meeting 
voted to buy that land. 

The special town meeting 
rejected a rezoning proposal for a 
motel at the intersection of Routes 
93 and 62, as well as PRD zoning
